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Editorial — 

Last  year  many  of  the  commuting  men  who 
could  not  afford  to  buy  their  lunches  had  no  al- 
ternative but  to  eat  in  the  men's  rest  room.  *  A 
fine  lunch  room  was  arranged  because  it  was  felt 
that  the  rest  room  was  not  a  fit  place  in  which  to 
eat.  Now,  the  way  the  students  have  carried  on 
this  year,  it  is  becoming  an  unfit  place  in  which 
to  smoke. 

Several  weeks  ago  the  Commuting  Men's  Board 
published  a  list  of  rules  for  behavior,  with  a 
statement  that  anyone  who  violated  these  rules 
would  be  barred  from  use  of  the  room.

SCHOOL  DONATES  TO 
CARTER  MEMORIAL 

The  faculty  and  students  of 
the  college,  through  the  Council, 
are     contributing    to     a     bronze 

plaque  marking  \the  birthplace 
of  James  Gorden  Carter.  Mr. 
Carter  was  a  pioneer  in  demand- 
ing that  teachers  be  profession- 
ally trained  for  their  work  His 
private  normal  school  was  one 
of  the  first  in  America  and  he  is 
often  called  the  father  of  public 
normal  schools.  As  a  member  on 
the  committee  on  education  in  he 
Massachusetts  Legislature  he 
sponsored  the  bill  creating  the 
state  board  of  education.  He 
broke  the  ground  for  Horace 
Mann. 

The  marker  is  being  erected  as 
a  feature  of  the  200th  anniver- 
sary of  the  City  of  Leominster. 
Since  Fitchburg  is  the  Teachers 
College  nearest  Leominster  and 
since  Joel  Miller  and  John  G. 
Thompson,  former  presidents  of 
the  college,  were  from  Leominster 
it  is  doubly  fitting  that  we  should 
have  a  show  in  this  memorial. 
The  Saxifrage  emblem  will  ap- 
pear on  the  design  as  a  symbol 
of  that  participation.
